In 
Brooklyn, where Patrick H. McCarren, 
the Democratic leader, has been making 
a determined and open fight against W. 
R. Hearst, there were indications that 
regular Democratic voters werd holding 
back early in the day. Whethe~ this 
was due to “orders,’’ or because in 
many Brooklyn manufacturing estab- 
lishments the employes are given aft- 
ernoon rather than the morning for

Voted Early if Not Often. 

Reports from 15 districts in the Six- 
teenth, Eighteenth, Twenty-seventh and 
Twenty-ninth Assembly .districts, cover- 
ing Park, Madison, Fifth and Lexington 
avenues. to the cast and south ne Cen- 
tral Park, showed that about one-third 
of the total vote had been cast before 
9 o'clock. 

A general canvass of the Twelfth As- 
sembly District, Charles F. Murphy’s 
district, showed that nearly one-half 
the total @egistered vote had been cast 
before 9 o'clock. 

Service of the thousands of warrants 
sworn out by Superintendent of Elec- 
tion Morgan begun early in the day, 
and there was a steady stream of pris- 
oners from the polling places to police 
courts.

Charles E. Hughes, the Republican 
candidate for Governor, was one of the 
early voters, depositing. his ballot about 
8 o'clock. It was nearly five hours later 
when W. R. Hearst went to the polls. 

Alton B. Parker was obliged to stand 
in line more than 15 minutes before he 
received his ballot. Standing in the line 
at the same time were John D. Récke- 
feller Jr.. H. McKay Twombly, Isidor 
J. Wormeer. J. R. Dospassos and tarry 
Payne Whitney. J. Pierpont Morgan 
joined the line about 10:15 and deposited 
his ballot ten minutes later.

Wants to Know if Lone Soldier 
Can Travel on Re- 
duced Fare.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The War De- 
partment has formally asked the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for a rul- 
ing as to whether it is er is not in viola- 
tion of the rate jaw for the railroads to 
contract with the Government for the 
transportation for soldiers at rates less 
than those granted civiHans traveling in 
parties approximately as large as a 
company of soldiers. The law specifical- 
ly forbids the railroad making rates for 
any body or association of persons lower 
than they make for other persons. 

The question really is whether soldiers 
traveling singly or in parties of less 
than ten: are entitled to be carried at 
the so-called soldier rate. There is no 
question put that the railroads have a 
right to make rates for the transporta- 
tion of large bodies of troops, but there 
is a big question whether they have the 
right under the new law to give a sol- 
dler traveling by himself and not as a 
member of a party, a rate of a penny 
less than a civilian. 

The igi e has been for the railroads 
to make contracts to carry soldiers at 
very low per capita rates and to ac- 
cept payment at that rate, no. matter 
how many soldiers or how few traveled. 
A lone soldier was carried at the same 
per capita rate as the railroads would 
have carried a whole regiment. That is 
® distinct violation of the new law. It 
was a violation of the old law, but the 
Governinent never prosecuted the rail- 
roads for doing it.

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AMERICAN PASSPORTS IN RUSSIA. 
The resolution adopted Sunday night by the audi- 


ence at Temple Israel calling attention to the re- 


fusal of the Russian Government to honor the pass- 
ports issued by the United States Government to 
American citizens of the Jewish faith were timely 
and to the point. They asked the President and the 
Btate Department to take immediate action regard- 
ing the nonfulfillment by the Russian Government 


of its treaty obligations to the United States in 


thus dishOnoring these passports. 

The adoption of the resolutions followed a strong 
‘and convincing address by Rabbi Leon Harrison, in 
which he compared the prompt action of the Japa- 
nese Government in protecting the treaty rights of 
Japanese subjects in this country with the inaction 
of the United States Government concerning the 
rights of American citizens of the Jewish faith who 
have been maltreated in Russia. He is right in 
saying that the insult to the Jewish citizens of the 
United States is an insult to American citizens of 
all races and faith. The insult is directed to the 
United States whenever any citizen is maltreated or 
whenever the rights of American citizens are disre- 
garded or the treaty obligations of the offending na- 
tion to the United States are violated. 

Russia has outraged the humane sense of the civ- 
jlized world by the maltreatment of the Jewish peo-

“FOR THE GCOD OF THE SERVICE”? 

When Inspector-General Garlington of the United 
States Army recommends the dishonorable discharge 
of. three entire companies of the United States In- 
fantry, the recommendation is “for the good of the 
service.” The general public cannot enter into the 
merits of such a recommendation as easily as it 
can into the facts on which it is based. 
of the greatest importance, not only for the good of 
the service, but for the welfare of the country. 

Incidentally, the three companies of soldiers in- 
volved are all colored. This ought to make no dif- 
ference, and it is probable that the only difference it 
has made during the investigation was. in securing 
them greater leniency than would have been shown 
to an equal number of white soldiers. 

The all-important points of the case are that 
members of these companies who organized a raid 
on Brownsville, Tex., at night and killed one of its 
citizens, have been shielded by the other enlisted men 
of the three companies, so that the United States 
Government has been unable to trace the crime to 
the criminals who actually committed it. 

In such a case, under the law of every State in 
the Union, all who have knowledge of the crime 
committed, become accomplices in it, if they use their 
knowledge to defeat the ends of justice. 

This being the case, it does not appear that the 
ends of justice will be reached or furthered merely 
by the “dishonorable discharge” from the army ot 
men who are assumed to be accomplices before or 
after the fact in a crime which, under the laws, is 
murder of at least the second degree. Mere odium 
in such a case may serve to make an impression on 
other enlisted men and so be for the good of the 
service. But the ends of justice are of higher im-

quainted with Yahn, and the two plaved 
a friendly game of cards the night be 
fore Yahn’s sudden disappearance, Oct. 
27, 1906. 

The friendship between 
and his prisoner on the long journey 
from the Pacific Coast did not suffer 
from Yahn's knowledge that Hines hal 
made extraordinary efforts to find him 
He said that he was saving money fron

With my pay as clerk 
and a tailoring business that I had es- 
tablished at the Olongapo post, I was 
averaging $200 to $300 a month.

When I left St. Charles 
I had a single dollar, and didn’t even 
take my overcoat. At St. Louis I 
pawned my watch and fring and got 
enough money to buy a ticket to 
Memphis. ‘There I enlisted in the 
army and was assigned to Company 
D. Second Regiment; United States 
Marines, at Mare Island, Cal.

“When the regiment was assigned 
to the Philippines, I thought 1 would 
be safe to serve out my four years’ 


term of enlistment and make enough 
money to pay the shortage. I had 
kept a memorandum book and knew 
about how much it was. 

“When we reached the Philippines, 
the Second was sent to Olongapo, 75 
miles from Manila. I found that a 
tailoring establishment would pay 
among the 1000 soldiers at the post. 
so I invested $250 in establishing one. 
We blocked and cleaned hats for the 
boys and pressed their khaki uni- 
forms. The business paid from the 
Start, and my profits, added to my 
salary, brought me in from 
$300 a month. 

“But my arrest July 12 ruined the 
business, and I sold out for a song. 
I was sent to Manila, placed aboard 
a transport as a prisoner and sent back 
to Mare Island, where Sheriff Hines 
met me. 

“T'm glad the suspense is over. Any- 
thing is better than being in constant 
fear of carture. Whatever befalls me 
i shall do my best to redeem the past 
and regain the place TI once held.” 

Yahn is & years old. 5 feet 8 inches 
tall, with dark eyes and hair, of straight 
figure.

Before his flight, “more than a vear 
ago, no young man in “St. Chari 8 
County was held in higher esteem. 
father, Nicholas Yahn, is one of 
Charles’ most respected residents. . Yahn 
rarely drank, and was not known to 
gamble or speculate. Owing to his good 
looks, neat dress and pleasing manners, 
he was a favorite with some of the 
prettiest girls of St. Charles, whom he 


drove behind his fast trotter to picnics | 


and dances. 

From the time he was 16 he held good 
positions. He clerked for John Ferber, 
2%) Cass avenue, St. Louis, the Diehr 
Grocery @d., St. Charles, and Wilmus 
Bros., general merchants of Orchard 
Farm, pvear St. Charles. At Orchard 
Farm he served as Assistant Post- 
master. 

He was then employed by the Jones 
Elevator Co. and two years ago was 
selected by George Kessleh, manager of 
the St. Charles plant, to take charge of 
the warehouse at Hamburg. 


Friend Advised 
On the day of his departure several 
farmers from whom he had bought 
grain and had only partly paid, came to 
obtain the balance due them. They 
threatened. it is said, to make truuble 
unless they received their money. Yahn 
promised to pay them. Instead, he took 
a trolley car for St. Louis. On reaching 
the city he consulted with a friend, who 
advised him to enlist in the army. 
Several weeks after Sheriff Hines 
heard a report that Yahn had joined the 
army. He sent circulars with the fugi- 
tive’s picture and description to many 
cities and towns and learned that Yahn 
had been in Cairo and had bought a 
ticket to Memphis. There he heard of 


his enlistment. 

By correspondence he traced Yahn to 
Vallejo, Cal., and finally to Mare Island. 
He wrote to ‘War Department headquar- 
ters at Washington, asking for Yahn’s 
arrest. The papers were forwarded to 
the Mare Island commandant, but the 
day before their arrival, the Second Reg- 
iment sailed for Manila on the Trans- 
port Lawton. 

The War Department promised to in- 
tercept the fugitive at Hawalii, but 
failed. "Through another-oversight Yahn 
was not arrested at Manila upon the 
transport’s landing. 

War Department officials declared no 
such man had been aboard, but Sheriff 
Hines insisted. Four months later the 
Sheriff was notified of Yahn's arrest and 
directed to come to Mare Island for the 
prisoner when apprised bv telegram. 

Hines and Deputy Crogham left Oct. 
299 and reached Mare Island last Tues- 
day. Before Yahn was surrendered to 
the St. Charles officials, Lieut.-Col. Kar- 
many read aloud his record, which had 
been excellent in every department. 


Friends Want to Settle. 


“Go home and face your trouble,” 
said the lieutenant-colonel. “If cleared, 
report to the St. Louts office. You can 
have your position back and be aa'enea 
to any place where there is a United 


States marine station.” 

Yahn thanked his superior, saluted 
and went away with the Missouri of- 
ficers. 

Friends have offered to assist him in 
making a settlement with the elevator 
company. They believe in such event 
there would be a disposition to temper 
the prosecution, owing to the young 
man’s previous good reputation and his 
good army record.

SLOWLY SINK 
FROM SIGHT I 
BG WHEAT PIT 


Cries of One Result in His 
Rescue — Monster Chutes 
Thrown Open. 





CALLS FOR HIS FOREMAN 





‘Employes, Not Knowing of the 


First Victim, Find His 
Dead Body. 





Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


NEW YORK, Noy. 6.—Pa rick Dolan, 
foreman of grain handlers in-the ele- 
vator of the William Baird Company 
at the foot of Van Brunt street, Brook- 
lyn. fell into a pit containing three 
thousand bushels of grain. 

The little kernels, rolling against one 
another like myriad cogs of a great 
maching, gripped his feet, his ankles, 
his legs, lis knees, crowding each other 
like honey cells, held him fast and 
drew him down with a power that was 
not painful motion, but irresistable pres- 
sure. It was the hand of the gentle 
death of the quicksands which Dolan 
had warned his fellows against since 
he handied wheat as a boy, 27 years 
ago. 

Hie plunged this way and that and 
with every step the quicksands gripped 
him more firmly. Dolan, who had seen 
men go to death in the same pit, cried 
desperately for help. Petro Amazio a 
workman, was the only one who heard 
him. All the otners were at their noon 
hour meal. Amazio knew that it was 
a question of moments and did not stay 
to call for help. Striking out across 
the Same narrow plank from which his 


foreman had fallen, Amazio tossed one 
end of a rone to Dolan. . 


Slowly Sinks in 
Dolan seized the rope, 
fell and one arm was 
grain. With the other -he_ clutched 
wildly at the rope, exhausting his 
strength in the mania of fear that had 


overcomé@ him. Amazio, above, tried to 
calm him. Amazio is new at the ele- 
vator, and although he had been warn- 
ed, as all men are who work there, 
he did not realize fully the danger be- 
fore him. With all his strength he tug- 
ged at the rope; but it was che strength 
of one man against countless partices, 
busy as ants. They crowded sbhour the 
body of Dolan till his thighs,Siis hips, 
his body, and then only,the head, and 
one arm clutching feebl} at the rope 
were above the surface. 

Amazio screamed for help; and, as he 
screamed, the doomed foreman, in a 
last spasm of strength, tugged suddenly 
and powerfully at the rope’s” end. 
Amazion lost his balance and fell, and 
in another second he, too, was a pris- 
oner. 

The little grains of wheat rose like 
a tide about Dolan, covered him and 
bore him down 38 feet into their depths, 
where there ts a pressure no man can 
withstand. Amazio's cries had been 
heard. His fellow-workmén rushed to 
the great grain pit. They saw Kim for 
a second and then the surface flowed 
over him as it had over the man whose 
life he had sought to save. 


Chute Gives Up Body. 


The workmen stopped not a second. 
Springing down from the shoulder of 


the pit, they rushed to the street. Axes 
clove the cleats and the chutes that 
run from the bottom of the pit to the 
street wall, where grain is loaded like 
steam coal. They knew the spot where 
their companion had disappeared. They 
drove open the chutes at that point. 

The torrent of grain rushed forth, a 
score of men with shovels punching it 
to one side to give the hurrying masse 
behind it room. Suddenly they screamed 
with joy. The body of Amazio shot 
down the chute. He was seized, carried 
inside and an ambulance was soon on 
‘hand. 

Crane worked over the uncon- 
scious Amazio for half an hour. Then 
he opened his eyes, and his first cry 
was for Dolan, his foreman. 

The men about him stood aghast. It 
Was the first they knew about Dolan 
having been caught a prisoner in the 
pit. They rushed to the street again. 
Every chute was opened and the 3000 
bushels of grain were poured into the 
street. One of the chutes clogged. It 
was the body of the foreman. A man 
on a rope was lowered inside, and in 
another minute the body was in the 
street. Dolan was dead, from the gentle 
death that left no trace of its means. 
Dolan was 49 years old and lived with 
his wife and three children in Dikeman 
Street. He had told his fellows many 
times that he believed the treacherous 
quicksands of wheat would somes day 
take his life. .
